PLANT STARTS UP

Big Boost for Los Angeles, Which
Is Industrial Metropolis of

The West.

Los Angeles became the industrial
metropolis of tho Pacific coast a few
d&yB ago when tho $20,000,000 new
factory of Tho Goodyear Tire &
Rubber Company of California
started operation just 10 months
after ground was broken.

Tho first tiro was built by P. W.
Litchfield, vice president and' fac-
tory manager of the Akron company,
who made the long trip west for that
purpose. Other high officials of. both
Akron and California companies par-
ticipated in turning out the- - first
pneumatic.

Word was immediately tolo-graph- ed

to Akron, whero whistles
were blown and fitting observance
mado of tho interesting event. This
tiro will bo placed in the company's

museum in its new welfare building,
the lnrgcst in tho world.

The California company begins
operation with 2,000 employees, of
which 700 are in the offices and 1,300
in the factory. One half of tho fac-
tory employees were experienced
tire builders sent from Akron to train
the 7,000 men who will ultimately bo
employed.

Tho now company has erected
many bungalows for its workers,
financing them in the same manner
that it has enabled 15,000 Akron
employees to enjoy comfortable
homes.

Adjoining tho factory, an aviation
field of 300 acres has been laid out,

with a largo hangar for airships. This J3
field' will later be tho terminus of the 0
compaay'a air line between the Lot I
Angeles factory and its cotton planta- - 1
tion near Phoenix, Ariz. 1

Production on tho first day was 60
tires, but will increase to 600 daily &
within a month.
